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PRESENT HISTORICAL SOCIETY HEADQUARTERS SOLD; 

GRAND OPENING OF GREENFIELD HALL EXPECTED SOON 


The happy end of the long hard pull 
to acquire beautiful, historic Greenfield 
Hall at 343 King’s Highway East as the 
new, larger Society headquarters is in 
sight. 

The present headquarters at 231 
King’s Highway East has been sold. The 
monies received are a big financial step 
forward in purchasing the new bead- 
quarters from the present owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Bauer. 

No problem is seen bv the new head- 
quarters committee in going the rest of 
the way. At the time of preparation of 
the February Bulletin, — -Mr. Ho, yard 
Tilton, the Society’s attorney, plans to 
appear before the Board of Adjustments 
on February 16 to request an exception 
to the existing use of the property for 
the purpose of housing the Historical 
Society and Museum. Actually the use 
is allowed in the new zoning law on con- 
dition of an exception granted by the 
Board. 

As soon as this is accomplished the 
Society will request permission of the 
court to use the $15,000 realized from 
the sale of the land owned by the So- 
ciety on the Haddonfield Library site for 
the purchase of the new property. This 
will take about one month and no prob- 
lem is anticipated in obtaining the 
court’s permission, according to Edwin 
Pearson, chairman of the new head- 
quarters committee. 

A few friends of the Society who 
wished to contribute to the fund for the 
purchase of Greenfield Hall on the con- 
dition that all the requirements men- 
t.oned above would be met are now as- 
sured of tile consummation of the pur- 
chase. 

Mr. Pearson reported, "We are al- 
ready forming a committee to plan a 
grand opening of Greenfield Hall. We 


see no reason why this cannot be sched- 
uled in a few months. 

“Members of the new headquarters 
committee,’’ he added, “wish to express 
their appreciation to every member and 
friend of the Haddonfield Historical 
Society who made this achievement pos- 
sible. We plan to make their invest- 
ment pay worthwhile dividends in pre- 
serving the historic heritage of Haddon- 
field and in offering a cultural and edu- 
cational program that will benefit the 
entire community and the generations to 
come.” 

Important loan exhibits and partici- 
pation by eminent historians throughout 
the state will highlight the opening.
